Alabama  Baptist  churches  hit  by  arsonists 


CENTKEVTLLE.  Ala.  (BP) — 
five  churches,  including  four 
Southern  Baptist  Convention 
(SBC)  churches,  were  destroyed 
or  damaged  in  an  Alabama 
counts-  apparently  by  arson 
Thursday  night  and  Friday 
morning,  and  a  fire  at  a  sixth 
church  fue  in  a  neighboring 
counts  is  being  investigated. 

Rehobeth  Churcn  in

Church  in  Centreville  were 
burned  to  the  ground.  Antioch 
Church  in  Centreville  and  Old 
Union  Church  near  Randolph 
were  damaged.  All  but  Pleasant 
Sabine  are  Southern  Baptist, 
and  all  fiv  e  are  in  Babb  County. 

"The  sheriff's  department 
and  the  ABI  (Alabama  Bureau 
of  Investigation)  are  treating  it 
as  arson,  and  obviously  they  ve 
got  some  dues  as  to  that.- Steve 
Patrick,  director  of  missions  far 
the  Bibb  County  Association, 
told  Baptist  Press.  The  FBI 
joined  the  investigation  Friday 

Investigators  are  looking 
closely  at  how  the  fires  were 
started  in  the  two  churches  that 
weren't  destroyed.  said 
Patrick,  who  added  it  appeared 
"the  back  door  was  kicked  in 
and  the  fire  was  set  around  the 
pulpit  area'  in  the  churches. 

■*We  believe  it's  somebody 
that  has  a  vendetta  against 
Christianity  in  general  maybe

said  Patrick,  who  requested 
prayer  for  the  churches  as  well 
as  ror  the  individual  or  indi¬ 
viduals  who  started  the  fires.

Clanton  Advertiser  reported.
